The Harwell experiments 
were planned by Dr T. &. 
Cranshaw of Gouthport, Lancs., 
and Dr J. P. Schiffer, on 
American who Is spending a 
year at Harwell under a Gitg- 
fenhelm Fellowship. Their colla- 
borntors were Dr A. B, White- 
hend, a Canadian, who holds an 
appointment ‘os a Research 
Fellow of Harwell, and Dr H, J, 
Hay from New Zealand, a mem- 
ber of ‘the Harwell staff. 


Ever since Einstein announced 
his general theory of relativity 
in the oarlier part of tho century, 
scientists «have looked for 
evidence confirming his predic 
tions, One such prediction is 
the so-called “red shift’ (when 
light posses out from tho 
fravitational ficid of a star it 
suffers on Increase -In wave~ 
length, i.e. Its colour becomes 
reddor—henee tha term red 
shift) arising from the effect of 
gravity on light ond all other 
forms of electromagnetic radia- 
tion, Light’ from the stn and 
other stars has been examined 
for evidence of the red shift but 
the results have not been clear 
cut and it ‘Is generally agreed: 
thab the evidence from 
astronomical measurements is 
ambiguous. 


GAMMA RAYS 


In the first of the Harwell cx- 
periments, the team of scientists 
vsed electremagnetic radiation 
in the form (of gamma = rays 
produced ‘by a ” redicactive 
isotope of iron. These have the 
advantage of having an cx~ 
tremely precise wavelength and 
eon therefore serve os a high 
precision tool. By allowing the 
gamma rays later to be absorbed 
by the same Isotope of iron, very: 
small changes in the wavelength 
of the rays can be detected and 
ony. shift in wavelength 
predicted by Einstein, small a5 
it 1s, would become measurable 
at heights over 30 ft. approxi- 
mately in the  carth's gravita- 
tonal fleld. 


Using a watertower at Har- 
well, the three physicists, Dr 
Cranshaw, Dr Schiffer and Dr 
Whitehead, urranged for gamma 
tays from radioactive iren to 
“fol” through the earth's gravi- 
tional’ field down an evacua! 
tube for a distance of 40 ft. ‘The 
rays were then absurbed in Lron 
of the same nuclear structure 8s 
the source. 


By an Ingenious experlmental 
arrangement, careful mea~ 
surements showed an alteration 
In the wavelength of the gimma 
rays close to that predicted 
by Einstein. As expressed in 
more scientific terms, the mea~ 
surements showed that. the 
probability of there being no ted 
shift is less than one part In 
sixty.
